for Mrs, Cassie L. Chadwick increased 
at a rapid rate today. She was twice 
indicted by the grand jury of Cuyahoga 
county for forgery and uttering forged 
paper, and her old-time friend,  Iri 
Reynolds, took the stand in court dur- 
ing the bankruptcy hearing and made 
evident his intention to shield and pro- 
tect her no longer. The aged secretary 
of the Wade Park bank presented a pa- 
thetic picture as he answered question 
after question, which brought out his 
own implicit faith in the woman whose 
financial transactions have wel nigh 
ruined him in fortune, and caused him 
such infinite trouble. 

The formal indictments voted against 
Mrs. Chadwick this afternoon are hased, 
One upon the Carnegie note for $250,000, 
which was made payable at the office oB 
Andrew Carnegie in New York City, and.

Information of the indictments was at 
once wired to New York by County 
Prosecutor Keeler. and he requested that 
Mrs. Chadwick be immediately rearrested 
if she secured ball on the other charges 
hanging over her. 

Claimed To Be Carnegie’s Love Child 

The examination of fri Renolds, treas- 
urer and secretary of the Wade Park 
bank, vefore Referee Remington in the 
bankruptcy court today, failed to dis- 
close any asset that mfght ‘be secured Dy 
Receiver Loeser, appointed by the federal 
court, brought from Mr. Reyonkis in re- 
ply to questions: 

“She told me she was the ‘Alegiti- 
mate daughter of Andrew Cafnegie.” 

Later Mr.: Reynolds, in detaXing his 
transactions with Mrs. Chadwick, said: 

“In all my transactions with 
Mrs. Chadwick I believed, from 
what she told me, that Andrew Car- 
negie was backing her, and all her 
indebtedness would be paid. I have 
mot had anything yet to make me 


doubt it.’’ 

Mr, Reynojds was asked if he knew of 
Mrs. Chaéwick ever having diamonds, and 
replica that he had seen diamonds that 
had been pledged in New York and were 
inventoried at $98,000, 

Anxious To Aid Officials. 

The witness appeared anxious to help 
the offivials in every way and volunteer- 
ed much information. One question 
caused him to bridle somewhat, however, 
and his reply was most pathetic. He was 
asked how .much his personal loang to 
her amounted to, and he said, in a voice 
trembiing with emotion: ‘Please excuse 
me from answering that. I'm willing to 
tell all 1 know of this affair, Dut l’m 
going to stay right here in Cleveland. 
I'm not going to run away. I'm going to 
gtay here and take my medicine. I want 
to see the other debts paid.” 

Mr. Reynolds said he had known Mrs. 
Chadwick seven or eight years and Dr. 
Chadwick all his life. In detailing how 
‘be came into possession of the $500,000 
note bearing the name of Andrew Car- 

e he said: 
are. Chadwick called me to her house, 
I think it was March 5, 1903, and said 
she wished to entrust to me some S€- 
curities. She said she had been advised 
to place them in the possession of a 
third party and she wanted me to take 
care of them’ 

This was the package which was opened 
last Friday night in the presence of Mr. 
Reynolds and Attorney Stearn by An- 
drew Squire. The package was produced 
in court and Mr. Reynolds identified the 
Carnegie note, the mortgage deed, and 
the copies of an alleged trust agreement. 

Centinuing, the witness said: 

“She then handed me a paper to sign.” 
This paper witness did not have with 
him, but as near as he could remember 
it read: “‘I certify that I hold in trust 
for Mrs. Cassie L. Chadwick securities 
and a note for $500,000."" Mr. Reynolds 
would not swear to the wording, but it 
was to that effect. 

The note was not indorsed, but he 
had no doubt that the alleged maker of 
the note was back of the woman. 

Little Banking Secret. 

Asked as to the transactions s\bsequent 
to 1008, Mr. Reynolds said: “There is 
one; a little banking secret, but I’m 
willing to tell all. She came to me. I 
think it was in 1904, and said she had 
$12,000 in paper payable at the Pruden- 
tial Trust Company. If I would let her 
have the money she would put up United 
States Steel bonds in the morning as col- 
lateral. I consujted my committee, and, 
with their consent, I loaned her the 
money. The next day she brought a 
package which she said contained $200,. 
000 in United States Steel bonds, and a 
$250,000 certificate which I was to hold 
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Husband Says That He Intends To 
Return to Umited States in a 
Few Days—Dr. Chadwick 
Says Lydia Devere Has 
Been Long Dead. 


Paris, December 12.—Dr. Le Roy S. 
Chadwick, of Cleveland, O., whose wife, 
Cassie L. Chadwick, is held. a prisoner 
in New York charged with frauds of a 
financial nature, hag been living here 
quietly for some time, occupying quar- 
ters In a hotel in the center of Paris, 
but owing to the notoriety of his wife's 
affairs, he has observed the greatest se- 
chision. Dr. Chadwick was interviewed 
today, and consented to talk regarding 
the troubles of his wife. 

Dr. Chadwick V Pale. 

Dr. Chadwick is somewhat . beyond 
middle age, of slefider build, and his 
face is very pale, giving ‘him the appear- 
ance of an invalid, which he explains is 
the result of a recent serious attack of 
Roman fever, from which he is now 
slowly recovering. ‘He has not the ap- 
pearance of a person accustomed to af- 
fluent surroundings. He has a keen 
visage and alert and rather nervous man- 
ner. He frequently retierates his desire 
to avoid attracting attention, mainly on 
account of his daughter, a pre-possessing 
girl of 19, by ‘his former wife, and who 
is accompanying him. 

The correspondent taiked for an hour 
with Dr. Chadwick, going over the most 
important features of Mrs. Chadwick's 
affairs, and particularly questioning the 
doctor upon the principal points in the 
case. 

“Tt do not think !t desirable to enter into 
details,’’ said he, “until I return to Amer- 
ica, as there have been so many mistate- 
ments that I do not know just what are 
the facts and what is Metion. There {is 
no truth in the reports that Mrs. Chad- 
wick settled a large sum on me. Do I 
look like a man of millions?” 

Dr. Chadwick called attention to his 
appearance as ‘fhe uttered this remark, 
saying, “anyone would be able to see 
that I am not a man who had received 
millions from his wife.” 

As to Lydia Devere. 

Asked concerning reports that Mrs. 
Chadwick is in reality Lydia Devere, he 
answered: “The first time that I ever 
heard of the m&me of Madame Devere in 
this connection was when I saw it re- 
cently in the papers. Only once before 
had I ever heard the name Devere. That 
was twenty-nine years ago at a post 


mortem examination at which I assisted, 


on a woman of that name, who was said 
to have been a fortune teller. I only re- 
call this from a peculiar surgical feat- 
ure which the post mortem developed.” 
Dr. Chadwick mentioned this as clearly 
showing his lack of knowledge that his 
wife was Lydia Devere, but he declined 
to discuss further the circumstances of 
his marriage, saying it was a matter 
of public record and purely personal. 
Questioned upon the financial aspects 
of his wife’s affairs, Dr. Chadwick re- 


plied: 


“The financial matters in the case doj}- 


not affect me in the slightest, They speak 
of bonds being found. I would like to 
know what these bonds and papers look 
like.”’ 

The doctor was shown a publication 
stating that the alleged securities em- 
braced those of several millions of dol- 
lars signed or indorsed with the name 
of Andrew Carnegie. 

“I do not know Andrew Carnegie per- 
sonally,”’ replied Dr. Chadwic® 


Wouldn’t Discuss Carnegie. 

“Does your wife know Mr. Carnegie?’ 
the doctor was asked. 

“I would rather not discuss Andrew 
Carnegie,”’ said the doctor. 

A number of questions of similar pur- 
port concerning individual financial trans- 
actions failed to elicit a spetific responsc. 

Dr. Chadwick continued: | 

“T would not Ifke to harm any one. 
I am very sorry to hear that Mr. Rey- 
nolds, secretary of the Wade Park bank, 
of Cleveland, an old trusted friend, is 
in trouble. I have the profoundest re- 
spect for him and his family. I have 
met Mr. Beckwith, of the Citisens’ bank, 
of Oberlin, once, twice, or perhaps three 
times. From what I saw of him I have 
the greatest respect for him, and believe 
him to be an honest man. Concerning 
my relations with Mrs. Chadwick I will 
explain them.en my return to the United 
States. Although I have nof yet taken 
any definite steps concerning salling, I 
intend leaving Paris for the United States 
in a week or ten days.”

OKIO, December 12.—Dis- 
patches received today from 
the Japanese army besieging 
Port Arthur report that the interior 
of the fortress was bombarded with 
heavy guns yesterday. The battle 
ship Poltava, the transport Amur 
and the wireless telegraph station 
at the foot of Golden hill, were dam- 
aged and the arsenal set on fire. 
The commander of the Japanese 
land battery, reporting today, says: 
“Four Russian battle ships, two 
cruisers, one gunboat and one tor- 
pedo destroyer, lying in Port Ar- 
thur, are completely disabled. There 
is no further necessity for bombard- 
ing the Russian naval force. 
“Are now engaged in shelling 
the town of Port Arthur, which is 
being heavily damaged.”

SKELETON USED 
IN NAN'S TRIAL 


Lot of Headless Bones Placed 
Before the Jury, 


Nan’s Lawyers Protested — Judge 
Cautioned the Jurors Not To 
ATiow Their Wives To 
Talk ZDout The Case 
on Trial. 


New York, December 12.—A ‘headless 
human skeleton, dorsal vertebrae and 
ribs played an important part in the 
trial of Nan Patterson for the murder of 
“Caesar” Young today. The gruesome 
exhibit was made use of in the exam- 
ination of Dr. Philip Hanlon, the cor- 
oner’s physician, who performed the 
autopsy on Young’s body. ..uaiss Patter- 
son's counsel protested at the use of the 
skeleton, asserting hat it did not com- 
pare correctly with the Structure of the 
dead body, but his objections were over- 
ruled. 

The skeleton was used to decide the 
course of the bullet after {tt enterea 
Young's body. The prosecution con- 
tended that it had gone straight to the 
spine, which the state's lawyers believed 
proved that Young did not kil) himself. 

Assuming that Young with the pistol in 
his right hand, wad crossed {ft over ty 
his chest and shot into his left side, the 
prosecution contended that the bullet 
would have traveled to the left: The 
fact that it flew straight inwards to the 
spine was advanced as proving that the 
woung was not self-inflicted,

To Kill Weevil and Rout Bears. 

The ruling spirit is that the boll wee- 
vile shall be killed and the bears put to 
flight. 

The policy that will be inaugurated at 
once will not be restricted to resolutions, 
but contemplates thorough organization 
that will guarantee the holding of cotton 
by producers till consumers are willing to 
pay !0 cents for it. The feeling, which 
has ripened into a conviction, 
there is a 12,000,000-bale crop, every 
pound is worth !0 cents. It is further 
proposed that arrangements be made next 
year that cotton obligations be payable 
in January instead of October and No- 
vember. These are matters that will be 
perfected in detail. 

Georgia cotton producers are held in 
high regard by producers in sister cotton 
states, and much is expected of them in 
this crisis. When it wag told that $3 of 
every $4 in two hundred county banks in 
Georgia belong to farmers, there Was a 
round of applause.

The session 
was largely preliminary, temporary or- 
ganization being effected by the nomina- 
tion and election of Hon. W. G. Bolton, 
of Rapides, La., as temporary chairman, 
and Professor J. H. Connell, of Dallas, 
Tex., as temporary secretary. 
Judge Pugh Opens Convention. 

The convention was called to order by 
Judge J. C. Pugh, chairman of the execu- 
tive committee,-who voiced the purposes 
of the gathering in a ringing speech. 
Judge Pugh said that the delegates had 
been called together to consider a aquos- 
tion of vital importance to the welfare 
of the south, and, indsed, to that ef the 
nation. He feared the- gravity of the 
situation had not been fully realized hy 
the people.

Mr. Carnegie was annoyed, however, 
when he discovered that the summon 
required him to make the trip to Cleye-

“Why, I don’t think I will be able to 
go out there at all. I’ve got lumbago. 
Do you mean to say that I’ll have to be 
out in Cleveland on Wednesday, then 
come back here to appear before Commis- 
sioner Shields on Saturday?’’ 

It was said at the residence of Andrew 
Carnegie tonight that he would be un- 
able to go to Cleveland to testify in the 
Chadwick case owing to illness. Mr. 
Carnegie is indisposed.with an attack 
of lumbago, and his physician is of the 
opinion that it would not be advisable 
for Mr. Carnegie to take the trip. 

One of Mr. Carnegie’s secretaWes said 
tonight that satisfuctory arrangements 
have been made to that end with the 
United States district attorney, H, L 
Burnett. 


Mrs. Chadwick Ove :whelmed., 
Mrs. Cassie LL.

CAMP’S SCHEME 


Western Experts Are in Fa- 
vor of Open 
~ Game. 


The proposition recently advanced Vy 
Walter Camp, dean of American football, 
to change the number of yards to be 
gained before first down is made from 
§ yards to 10, is the principal subject of 
discussion in the football world at pres- 
ent, 

The scheme meets with the general ap- 
proval of the west, while in the east the 
sharter distance to be gained is the fa- 
vored plan. 

All along the football experts who com- 
pose the rule committee have been in 
favor of some scheme by which the 
game would be made more open, and 
all the mass plays, which now call forth 
such strenuous opposition to football 
from the uninitiated, eliminated. 

Coach Stagg, of Chicago, has come 
out as a supporter of the plan advanced 
by Mr. Camp. Mr. Yost, of Michigan, 
is said to be opposed, as he believes 
there is enough kicking in the game as 
it is now played. 

McCornack and Willt€ms, respectively 
of Northwestern and Minnesota, leading 
colleges of the west, are in favor of the 
scheme. Robert Kernan, of Harvard, 
one of the coaches there, and the captain 
of the 1902 team, declares the plan im- 
practicable and undesirable. What Har- 
vard thinks about football is however of 
little value in the face of thé dismal 
defeats of that team for the last two 
years, and their undoubtedly poor show- 


ing this season. 

What Coach Stagg, member of the 
rules committee from the west, and 
coach of Chicago, says about Mr. Camp’s 
euggestion follows: 

“Speaking to Mr. Camp’s proposition 
entirely, and not varying my own ideas 
as to the best way of improving the 
game of football, I would say that it is 
undoubtedly necessary for some radical 
aftion to be taken to help the game in 
the east. The west being so far ahead 
of the east in speed, variety and origi- 
nality of attack, the game is much more 
open and dashing and interesting here, 
and there does not exist at present the 
same need for such a uadical change of 
rules. It will not harm the western 
game seriously, however, I think, to 
adopt Mr. Camp's suggestion, and I 
would favor making a change to help 
the eastern game out of its rut in offen- 
sive tactics.

Washington, December 12—(Spe- 
cial.)—“‘Upon this record, unan- 
swered and unexplained, we are of 
the opinion thet an impeachable of- 
fense has been made out.”’

In the performance of its present func- 
tions, the house is acting as a grand 
jury in making an indictment. The sen- 
ate is, of course, the final court. To- 
morrow it is to be determined whether 
the house as a whole. regards the find- 
ings of the judiciary committee, and 
the evidence in Support of them of suf- 
ficient weight to warrant Impeachment 
proceedings. 

House May Order Trial. 

Tonight it cannot be sald definitely 
what the house will do, as it looks as 
ff a g00d deal may depend on how the 
case. is handled in the debate. If poli- 
tics is kept out of it, the impeachment 
will be formally ordered, despite the 
disinclination of fhe senate to take up 
what promises to be extended proceed- 
fngs and despite the opposition of some 
of the leading members of the house. 
This question of the expense allowance, 
however, impresses many members as in- 
volving a direct issue of:honesty in dea}- 
ing with the government, and as shown 
by the practically unanimous action of 
the judiciary committee, it has made a 
deep impression. Under the law federal 
judges are allowed ‘“‘for reasonable ex- 
penses for travel and attendance of dis- 
trict judges directed to hold corut out- 
side of their districts not to exceed $10 
per day each, to be paid on written 
certificates of the judges.”’ 

It was clearly shown that Judge 
Swayne’s practice was to charage $10 
per day, and that in a number of spe- 
effic cases this was far in excess of 
his actual expenses, It is claimed that 
more than half the federal judges make 
a practice of charging the maximum for 
each day they serve outside their dis-

What Republicans Say. 

Eight, republican members of the 
house judiciary committee, Representa- 
tives Parker, of New Jersey; Jenkins, 
of Wisconsin; Alexander, of New 
Yerk; Littlefield, of Maine; Thomas, 
of Iowa; Gillette, of California; Pearre, 
of Maryland, and Warner, of [llinois, 
today submitted to the house their 
views in the case of Judge Charles 
Swayne, of the northern district of 
Flcrida. While disagreeing in some 
places wih the views submitted 
for the full committee last week by 
Representative Palmer, of Pennsylvania, 
they say that the question of charging 
$10 a day for expenses has been brought 
out for the first time in. the additional 
testimony taken since last session and 
laid before the committee. With respect 


to the record on that point they “are of 
the opinion that an impeachable offense 
has been made out.” This makes the 
committee practically unanimous for the 
impeachment, although they differ on the 


ground. 
Views of Committee. ° 

The views submitted by Messrs, Par- 
ker, Jenkins, Alexander, Littlefield, 
Thomas, Gillette, Pearre and Warner are 


as follows: 
| “We do not think the addifional testi- 
mony strengthens the case against Judge 

Swayne, except in the particulars here- 
‘inafter referred to. On the contrary we 
think it materially weakens it in the 
particulars relied upon in the former re- 
port: As to these particulars, in our 
opinion, the evidence wholly fails to 
justify impeachment proceedings. 

“We not only do not approve, but we 
distinctly and emphatically disapprove, 
however, of the matter of the use of the 
private car in charge of Receiver Durkee 
in 1893. We think the“judge’s action in 
the use ot the property and employees 
of the receiver is a legitimate and proper 
object of adverse criticism and censure, 
but since there is nothing in the record 
that tends to show that the judge was 
influenced in any of his judicial acts 
either directly or indirectly or was at- 
tempted to be influenced thereby, we do 
not think the facts present .a case of 
such gravity as. to justify impeachment 
on that ground. 

As to False Certificates. 

“The making of false certificates for 
‘reasonable expenses for travel and at- 
tendance’ is now presented for the first 
time. The testimony establishes the fact 
that in several instances, the last in 
1903. his disbursements for expenses 
were considerably less than the amounts 
he certified, which were uniformly $10 a 
day. e think the law does not authorize 
a district judge under such circumstances 
to certify more than his actual disburse- 
ments as expenses. It does not authorize

During mv term of office I in- 
tend to visit Atlanta. and then to see 
Roswell, my mother’s home, and have 
accepted an ‘invitation ‘from Senator 
Clay, if possible. to stav at this house 
when I come.

'NO RAILROAD LEGISLATION 


Is Liklyl at the Present Session of 
Congress. 

December 1!2.—Doubt -* 
| ‘ some of the best informe 
uneee: ar onenvabe whether legislation 
conferring power on the interstate com- 
merce commission can be enacted at the 
present session. In addition to the 
definite opposition to any measure of the 
kind that exists, there also has devel- 
oped a difference of opinion among some 
of those friendly to the proposition, as 
how best to carry the recommendations 
of the president into effect. President 
Roosevelt is in earnest in his desire that 
/such legislation as he has recommended 
ibe enacted, but he appreciates the dif- 
'ficulty. of securing its enactment at a 
'short session of ‘congress. 
Senator Cullom, of Hlinols, and Sen- 
‘ator Ankenny, of Washington, talked 
| briefly with the president today about 
the matter. Senator Cullom said that 
such legislation as the president had 
recommended had. been considered by 
the interstate commerce committee of 
the senate, but that it never had gotten 
beyond the stage of consideration in the 
committee. It never even had been 
sent to the senate from the committee. 
He did not believe it would be possible 
to enact the proposition at this session. 
Senator Ankenny expressed himself as 
in favor of conferring on the commlis- 
sion the powers that would make its 
ruling effective, but he is inclined to the 
belief that nothing will be accomplished 
at the present session.

WESTERN UNION 


Important “Decision .by. United 
Slates Supreme Court. 


Held That Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company Has Right To Re- 
move the Western Union 
Poles and Wires from 
Right of Way. 


Washington, December !2.—The su- 
preme court of the United States today 
decided the case of the Western Union 
Telegraph Company vy. the Pennsylvania 
involving the right 
of the railroad company to remove the 
telegraph poles from its right of way in 
favor of the railroad company. 

The opinion was handed down by Jus- 
tice McKenna. In the decision the court 
held that the congressional act of 1866, 
whica controlled in the case, does not 
grant eminent domain to telegraph 
company over the private property of 
railroad companies. 

Justice McKenna’s decision followed 
precedent of the Pensacola and other 
cases decided many years ago by the su- 
preme court. He refused to adopt argu- 
ment of telegraph company’s counsel 
tending to the conclusion that railroad 
right of way is public property. 

“It has always been recognized,’ con- 
tinues the opinion, ‘‘that a railroad rigat 
of way is so far private property as to 
be entitled to that provision of the con- 
stiiution which forbids its taking, except 
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WILLIMMS 


under the power of eminent domain and 
payment of compensation. The 
right of way of a railroad was recog- 
nized as private property in the Pen- 
sacola case.’’ 

Justice Harlan determined a dissenting 
Opinion holding thet the act of 1866 
gives to telegrapn companies the une- 
quivocal right to construct and operate 
lines not only upon the pwblic domain, 
but along any postroad of the United 
States, and he contended that if today’s 
decision was to stand the United States 
government could not itself enter upon 
the rights of way of railroad companies. 

The supreme court also decided the 
case of the Western Union Telegraph 
Company vy. the Pennsylvania Raiiroad 
Company, involving tne right of the 
telegraph company to condemn a part of 
we raiuroad’s mgnht of way in western 
vennsylvania and appropriate it tor its 
uines. in oppusition to the telegraph 
cullpany’s contentions. This is a second 
case in the controversy between {these 
companies.

Harvie P. Jordan, of Georgia, presi-

Rossman, of Holyoke, and Clarke, of 
Atlanta; that in all instances excepting 
the Buffalo players, payments have been 
mate in full, and part payment as to the 
Buffalo players, and that the names of 
all of these players appear on the re- 
vised reserve list of the national asavucia- 
tion as being reserved by the clubs from 
whom purchased. . 

An examination of the revised reserve 
list of the national association shows 
that a great number of players are car- 
ried on the reserved lists of minor league 
clubs that have either been sold outright 
or conditionally, or drafted by major 
league clubs, 

The names of these same players will 
also appear, and rightfully so, on the 
lists of major league clubs.

Court in January--Packing House Tax Before 
United States Supreme Court. 


LANS are in préparation to wage 
p an effective campaign for good 

roads throughout the south. W. H. 
Moore, president of the National Good 
Roads Association, will be ih Atlanta to- 


} day on his way to Jacksonville, Fla., ac- 


companied by Bugene Elkins, where he 
goes to arrange for calling the Southern 
Good Roads convention, which will be 
held in Jacksonville January 19, 20 
and 2l. . : 

The national association has arranged 
with several of the great trans-continen- 
tal lines to operate good roads special 
trains during the coming year, Thirty- 
six genera] state and territorial legisla- 
tures will meet during 1905, and it is the 
purpose of the officers of the association 
to visit each of these, hold conventions, 
have joint sessions of house and senate 
and urge the enactment of practical 
good roads legislation. 

It is the intention of the association to 
have a good strong committee in Atlanta 
during the session of the legislature next 
summer for the purpose stated. Through 
the use of the special trains already men- 
tioned the association will inaugurate in 
1905 one of the most extensive cam- 
paigns in behalf of go00d roads ever 
known in tne country.

his execution against the Georgia Rall- 
road and Banking Company for the 
amount claimed by the state to be due 
as taxes. Should this amount be con- 
tested by the railroad company it may 
involve further litigation. It ig hoped by 
the state officials, however, that there 
will be no further dispute regarding the 
taxes which may be said already to have 
been adjudicated under the supreme 
court decision. There will, of course, be 
none unless the railroad company ob- 
jects to the assessed value given the 
stock as a basis of taxation. 


Central Railroad Suit. 

In January there will come up before 
Judge Newman in the United States 
court here the suit involving the taxation 
of $1,500,000 of the capital stock of the 
Western Railway of Alabama owned by 
the Centra! of Georgia. 

Comptroller General Wright sought to 
collect taxes on this stock at the same 
time with that owned by the Central 
road. An injunction was also secured by 
the Central against the collection of 
these taxes, but it was agreed that this 
suit should be held up pending the final 
decision of the supreme court of the 
United States in the case of the Georgia 
railroad, . 

‘Practically the same principles are in- 
volved in the suit upon the Central's 
holdings, but there is mv other question 
to be taken into consideration. |The 
Central's holdings of Western of Ala- 
bama stock are hypothecated {n New 
York as security for a bond issue, and 
it is claimed that the title. to the stock 


does not rest in the Central of Georgia. | 


The state contends that inasmuch as the 
Central votes the stock and continues to 
draw dividends on it, it does own it. The 
litigation will be fought out on this line 
before the Central of Georgia consents 
to pay taxes to the state. 


The Packing House Tax, 

Attorney General Hart will go to 
Washington about the middle of January 
for the purpose of appearing before the 
United States supreme court in the case 
of Kehrer against Stewart, in which it 
is sought to have deviared illegal the 
tax of $200 levied on packing house 
agencies in each county in the state un- 
der the general tax act of 1901. 

This litigation has been carried through 
the state courts, and the decisions have 
been uniformly in favor of the state’s 
contention that the tax is valid: The 
state supreme court so held, and the 
taxes have been pald, put an appeal was 
taken to the supreme court of the United
